U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim yeaterday ordered his 
Middle East cease-fire observers 
to stand by for possible assign- 
ment to help supervise 2 new 
cease-fire along the Israel-Arab 
fronts. 

Dr. Waldheim cabled the U.N. 
Jerusalem headquarters, asking 
the commander, Maj. General En- 
sio Slilasvuo of Finland, to alert 
the 90-mran observation force in 
Jerusalem, Damascus and Cairo, 


1 pending “new directives.” 


The U.N. Middle @ast observers 
have so far had no announced 
role in the new cease-fire, al- 
though they continued to man 
eight of the 16 observation posts 
on the Israeli-Syrian frontier. 
The other eight were damaged in 
the recent fighting. 

‘The 15 observation posts on the 
Suez front were all closed down, 
after the Egyptians crossed the 
waterway at the beginning of the 
fighting on October 6. All observ- 
ers there were evacuated to Cairo 
and Jerusalem, except for two 
who are reported missing. The 
two are Capt. G. Banse of France 
and Capt. C. Olivieri of Italy, 
both of whom were stationed at 
“Copper” post near Kantara. 

U.N. Jerusalem spokesman, Dr. 
Kenougi, last night told The Post 
that the two men had last con- 
ftacted their headquarters some 
80 minutes after the outbreak of 
the current fighting.

UPPER GALILER, — War by night 
and peace by day — this is now 
the lot of the Israeli settlements 
along the Lebanese border. 

Every night terrorists operating 
from the safety of Lebanon bom- 
bard the settlements. On Monday 
night they stepped up their attacks, 

firing dozens οὗ: shelis from Kat- 
yushas, bazookas and mortars at 
settlements along the border from 
Kibbutz Filon to Kiryat Shmona. 

There was little material dam- 
age, and, as the settlers now 
sleep in their shelters, there were 
πὸ casualties, The Border Police 
killed two verrorists and captured 
one during the night. 

I travelled the North Road along 
the Lebanese border yesterday, and 
the whole area was a pastoral idyll 
in the verdant Northern Galilee 
hilis. Virtually.the only traffic were 
milk trucks, tractors and trucks tak- 
ing citrus fruit to Haifa for export. 
The only sign af Monday night's 
shelling was the dense smoke of a 
small forest’ fire near Shomera, ig- 
nited by a Katyusha shell and still 


gossip. 
Nearby, I met a Druse shepherd 
boy from Hourfeish, x his 
large fiock just inside the Israel 
border. In all the villages and set- 
tlements work was continuing nor- 


mally.

Fortunately, the Upper Galilee 
settlements have completed picking 
their main crop, apples, which en- 
tails the most work And “we're 
managing gradually with the cotton 
harvest now starting,” Gideon, the 
Secretary of Kibbutz Sasa, told me. 

At Siryat Shmona, everybody 
goes to the shelters as darkness 
falls, and the major effort there 
now is replacing the hundreds of 
windows blown out by the repeated 
shellings. “It gets on your nerves, 
and the children fret more and 
more,” said Mrs. Ilana Sabtl, a 
former Amerig¢an who has raised 
her three small children (the oldest 
is four) under the shrieking paths 
of Katyushas shells, “But we try 
to live as normally as possible, and 
there's no talk of leaving.” 


Jews abroad: Israel is 
giving more than we are 


$610m. CONTRIBUTED SINCE WAR

In the little more than two weeks since the war broke out, $610m. 
was contributed by world Jewry towards the Israeli cause — $410m. 
as donations to the United Jewish Appeal, and $200m. through the 


purchase of Israel Bonds, according to 


Chairman of the Jewish Agency. 

In the UJA Emergency Campaign, 
$250m. was raised in the U.S. and 
$160m. in other countries. The cam- 
paign will continue until the end of 
November in all countries except 
the U.S., where it terminates in 
December. 

“We never expected quite such a 
fervent response,” Mr. Duilzin told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. nes 

The British community set itself 
a quota of £30m. — but commit- 
ments have already reached £4&m. 
They have fixed a new target of 
£70m. One South American country, 
aumbering a community of 10,000 
Jews, had undertaken to raise $2m. 
during the.present year. 

“Their delegates had ‘travelled to 
Meet us — Finance ‘Minister Sapir, 
Haim Laskov and myself—in Miami 
Beach on October 11. They asked 
how much we wanted. 6 said 
oe ra They said ‘Alright, you'll

“The clamour to help often 
brought tears to our eyes, People 
vefused our thanks, saying ‘Israel 
gives more than we are giving.’ 
Again and again we heard, This is 
& war of survival not just for you, 
but for the whole Jewish people.’ 

“You wouldn't believe the scenes 
we saw. A lewyer handed over 
$300,000, by selling assets thet he 
owned. He told the meeting: ‘When 
1 was a boy, I asked my father 
what he had done to prevent the 
Holocaust. I never got an answer. 
I don’t want to be without an an- 
swer when my children ask me the 
same question’.” 


PENSION 


An elderly lady donated all her 
Bavings, which came to $100,000. 
“I can live on my old-age pension,” 
she said. Paul Zuckerman, Chairman 
of the USA in the United States, 
gave $300,000. His wife offered the 
most precious jewel she possessed 
— a bracelet her husband had 
presented to her on their Silver 
Wedding. It was worth $30,000. 

“Sn old man of 82,. who had 
contributed $100,000 during the Six 
Day War, attended a meeting we 
held in 8 private house in Los 
Angeles. After hearing our speeches, 
he took an envelope out of his 
pocket and handed it over. In it 
was a cheque for one million 
dollars. 

“The host at that meeting had 
likewise given $1m. His wife stood 
up and.told us that their youngesi 
daughter, aged 14, had decided with 
her class at school to contribute 
blood for Israel. As there was no 


means of conveying it, they sold. 


the blood to a local hospital, and 
donated the money to the cause. 

“Everybody wanted to give what 
he could — the rich and the poor. 
University professors offered a third 
of their year’s salary. A woman who 
bad no money in the bank sold 
her wedding ring for Israel. It was 
the same wherever we went — in 
Toronto, Montreal, London, Faris, 
Zurich, Brussels. 

“Today the Jews sare more than 
one people — they are one family,” 
he sald.

Lufthansa may

Other airlines, including TWA ond 
Swissair, have in the past few days 
addressed inquiries to the Lod Air- 
port authorities regarding the pos- 
siblitty of civilian traffic. They were 
informed thal the alrport was never 
closed to the commercial carriers, 
although all operators must notify

The Nobel Prize for Chemistry 
was awarded jointly to Professor 
Ernst Fischer, of Munich, and Pro- 
fessor Geoffrey Wilkinson of Lon- 
don. 

In awarding the physics prize, 
the Academy cited the two Ameri- 
cans for “their experimental dis- 
coveries re;
